The right of private judgment 
is the crown jewel of humanity. 
Our Protestant forefathers waged 
an unyielding battle for religious 
liberty. They dared to be odd, 
to stand alone, to refuse to con- 
form. It cost them suffering and 
even life itself. They pleaded and 
Suffered and kept on with their pro- 
tests and— remonstrances and 
memorials until, thank God, for- 
ever their contention was -won in 
these United States. It is written 
in our country’s constitution, that 
church and state must be, in 
this nation, forever separate and 
free. This is the gift of America 
to the science of government. 
These principles became known 
to, and won the support of Wash- 
ington and Jefferson and Madison 
and Patrick Henry. ‘Through 
them, these principles of religious 
liberty were written into the 
basic document underlying the 
foundation of our government. 


Protestants, Unlike Catholics, 
Are Against Taxes to Sup- 
port Any Religion 

The Protestant contention is 
not for mere toleration, but for 
absolute liberty. There is a wide 
difference between toleration and 
liberty. Toleration implies. that 
someone falsely claims the right 
to tolerate. Toleration is a con- 
cession, while liberty is a divine 
right. Toleration_is a matter of 
expediency, while liberty is a mat- 
ter of principle. Toleration is a 
gift of man, while liberty is a 
gift from God. It is, therefore, the 
consistent, insistent and persistent 
contention of our Protestant peo- 
ple, always and everywhere, that 
religion must be voluntary and 
uncoerced, and that it is not the 
prerogative of any power to 
compel men to pay taxes for the 
support of a religious organiza-, 
tion to which they do not belong 
and in whose creed they do not 
believe. In the very nature of the 
case, there can be no proper union 
of church and state. Jesus stated 
the principle in two sayings: “My 
kingdom is not of this world;” and 
again, “Render unto Caesar the 
things that are Caesar’s, and unto 
God the things that are God's.” 
This marked forever the divorce- 
ment of church and state. 
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Unlike the Roman Catholic 
Official Position, We Believe 
in Freedom to Worship God 

in One’s Own Way or 
Not at All 


The most difficult situation is 
created any time that one speaks 
of the Roman Church. It is a 
religion and we have an innate, 
congenital dislike in America to 
criticize another man’s religion. 
We believe in religious freedom. 
Every soul has its right to choose 
before God. If a man wants to 
be an atheist, that is his prerog- 
ative; if he wants to be an infid@, 
that is his right;-if he wants to 
become a Moslem, if he wants 
to be a Hindu, if he wants to be 
an agnostic, if he wants to be 
a Mormon, if he wants to be a 
member of the Christian Science 
faith, or if he wants to be a 


Roman Catholic, that is his choice. - 


We have a congenital, historical 
dislike in criticism of any man’s 
religion. Our problem, therefore, 
lies in this: that the institution 
of Roman Catholicism is not only 
a religion; it is a political tyranny. 
There is not the disposition on 
the part of any true American or 
any man who loves democracy and 
religious liberty to attack any 
faith or any religion.

Sweet Assurance From the Word of God

“We know that we have passed from death unto life,” 
said the inspired Apostle John (I John 3:14). Again he said; 
“And hereby we know that we are of the truth” (vs. 19). 
And yet again he said, “And hereby we know that he abideth 
in us, by the Spirit which he hath given us” (vs. 24). 


Then one can KNOW that he is 
saved. In fact, this epistle of First 
John is written so that doubting 
Christians may know — “These 
things have I written unto you 
that believe on the name of the 
Son of God; that ye may know 
that ye have eternal life, and that 
ye may believe on the name of 
the Son of God” (I John 5:13). 


In San Antonio, Texas, in 1930 
the crowd was assembling for a 
revival service under the tent 
where I was preaching each night. 
Two lovely girls, sixteen and eight- 
teen years old, came under the 
tent and I spoke to them and said 
to the elder sister, “Are you a 
Christian?” 

“Why, II don’t know. I don’t 
think you can know whether you 
are a Christian until-you die,” she 
said. 

“Yes,” I said, “you can know 
about it. If I show you from the 
Bible that you can know for sure 
whether you are saved or not, and 
show you how to know, would you 
like to know?” 

“Yes, I would,” she said. So I 
got my Bible and opened it to I 
John 5:13, quoted above. I showed 
her that one could know that this 
part of the Bible was written that 
one might know that he had eter- 
nal life. Then I showed her the 
verses above, that God had given 
eternal life and that this life was 
in His Son, that he that believed 
on the Son had the life. Tears 
sprang quickly to her eyes and 
with an honest heart she trusted 


—Heb. 2:3.

A Russian scientist, M. Agrest, 
recently wrote an article for the 
Literary Gazette theorizing that 
Sodom and Gomorrah “were de- 
stroyed by a nuclear blast set off 
by invaders from outer space.” 

Suggesting that a nuclear blast 
triggered by outer space invaders 
caused the destruction of Sodom 
and Gomorrah, his theory had 
earth visited by travelers from 
other. planets before the dawn of 
recorded time, landing in an area 
of-the Syrian Lebanon Moun- 
tains called Baalbek Terrace. The 
terrace contains huge stone slabs 
which the Soviet physicist-mathe- 
matician believes were constructed 
by the invaders as a_ launching 
platform. He thinks the visitors 
warned the inhabitants in advance 
and then exploded their. excess 
nuclear fuel before returning 
home. 


However, an Arlington State 
College (Tex.) physics professor 
who was born just 40 miles west of 
Baalbek Terrace at Bterram, Dr. 
S. I. Salem, scoffed at such a 
theory, saying, “It’s ridiculous! 
The story is just part of the com- 
munist general ‘program to  dis- 
prove the existence of God.” He 
charged the Russians with being 
“science crazy” as a result of their 
satellite success and accused them 
of “trying to explain all phenome- 
non scientifically.” 

Dr. Salem stated seven reasons 
why the Agrest theory is ridicu- 
lous: (1) The granite slabs, six of 
which are still standing vertically, 
are “adorned with so much art 
work, I doubt that anyone would 
have planned to use them for a 
launching pad’; (2) the pieces of 
pillars which have fallen are 
“merely scattered nearby, sug- 
gesting nothing so fierce as an 
atomic blast or launching caused 
them. to collapse”; (3) the pillars 
have been long recognized by 
archeologists and engineers as be- 
ing. the ruins of a Roman temple 
built over the remains of an even 
more ancient Phoenician temple; 
(4) the pillars are made of 
granite and must have been 
brought from Egypt, the closest 
granite source to the area—a job 
which would have hardly been un- 
dertaken by outer spacemen just 
to have a launching pad; (5) the 
Baalbek Terrace is in a valley be- 
tween the Lebanon and. Anti-Leba- 
non Mountain ranges and both 
ranges offer numerous plateaus 


forming ideal natural sites; (6) the} 


Terrace is some 150 miles south of 
the biblical cities of Sodom and

Thus the attempt of the Soviets 
to discredit the’ Word of God 
comes to afidther “riditulous” end. 
No one ever need worry about 
trusting in the Bible or accepting 
what the Bible says; it is always 
right. 

Ancient biblical cities made the 
news again when Dr. Joseph P. 
Free of Wheaton College an- 
nounced that his archeological 
team has discovered the city of 
Dothan “in the Jenin area of Jor- 
don.” Dr. Free was quoted by the 
Jerusulem Times as saying he 
found a 3,000-year-old tomb from 
which he had recovered nearly a 
thousand objects, some of which 
date back two centuries before 
Solomon’s reign.

This I believe: we Baptists are 
to regard and treat Roman Cath- 
olics with utmost Christian con- 
siderateness and kindness. We are 
not to allow ourselves to fall into 
moods of hatred, intolerance, or 
unfairness. 

My neighbors on one side of my 
home are a Catholic family. They 
are gracious and hospitable peo- 
ple. Not for anything would I 
embarrass or wound the feelings 
of any of this choice family. But 
if I lived in a dominant Catholic 
country there could be an entirely 
different relationship. 

Dr. George W. Truett expressed 
it for all of us, when speaking in 
Washington, D.C., from the steps 
of the nation’s capitol he © said, 
“Let. the Catholic have his mass, 
his beads, his rosary, his crucifix 
if he wants them. That must be 
his privilege, but we demand as 
much for ourselves.” Unfortunate- 
Iy this is denied Baptists in coun- 
trices dominantly Catholic. These 
denials of human rights stem not 
from individual Catholics but from 
the leadership of the hierarchy. 

Documented reports from Co- 
lombia, South America, reveal that 
in the past 12 years 116 Protes- 
tants were killed, 66 Protestant 
churches or chapels were de- 


stroyed by dynamite or fire, and 
200 Protestant schools have been 
closed. Since 1948 there have been 
several thousand cases of perse- 
cution.

signed by victims and eyewitnesseg 
show that Roman Catholic priests 
participated directly in 30 per cent 
of these cases. Believers have been 
beaten, made to move by threats 
against their lives, deprived of 
civil rights, ejected from. hospitals 
when in need of care, and denied 
burial permits for deceased loved 
ones. They have had their homes 
arbitrarily searched, their children 
discriminated against in schools, 
their church services interrupted 
by both priests and police, and 
their cause publicly condemned by 
civil officials as wellas priests us« 
ing loud-speakers stationed if 
Catholic churches. 


But this is not all. Evangelical 
workers in Colombia report that 
62 pastors have been imprisoned, 
and that 26 have been shot at for 
preaching the Gospel. Twenty- 
three members of their congrega- 
tions have been martyred and 
many churches have been set afire 
or dynamited. 


We do not hold in contempt our 
fellow American Catholics. They 
would no more endorse such vio- 
lence than we would. But the 
hierarchy of which they are a 
part is marked by this sort of be- 
havior in countries where Cath- 
olics are in the majority. We need 
only recall Spain, Italy, and som¢d 
other Catholic-dominated coun- 
tries for added proof.

The dear Lord Jesus came, as 
prophesied in Isaiah 61:1, “... To 
preach good tidings unto the 
meek; he hath sent me to bind 
up the brokenhearted, to proclaim 
liberty to the captives, and the 
opening of the prison> to them 
that are bound.’ The Lord loves 
people in prison; He grieves over 
their sins and their sorrows! 

We have often helped with free 
literature to people in prison and 
are glad wherever we can co- 
operate with a_Bible-believing 
chaplain of penitentiaries, refor- 
matories, and correctional institu- 
tions. 

We have just gotten a letter 
from Chaplain Robert, I. Brown 
of the Lebanon Correctional In- 
stitution at Lebanon, Ohio. Broth- 
er Brown writes: 

“Dear Dr. Rice: 

“I have recently been appointed 
the Protestant Chaplain of the 
new correctional institution for 
the state of Ohio, which is located 
east of Lebanon. 

“We presently have 255 men 
here in the age group of 18 to 
30 years. 

“T take THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
and have ever since I attended 
Bob Jones in 1953. God has blesset 
me with a great opportunity to 
win souls here. Within two years 
there will be around 1,500 men at 
this Institution. Along with the 
regular Sunday Service, I will be 
conducting a weekly Bible Study 
in which we plan to study the 
Scriptures verse by verse.

“A boy is a composite. He

Even 
sadder is the report from the 
judge that some of the parents 
showed shocking unconcern over 
their sons’ difficulties during the 
preliminary hearings. One father 
even fell asleep while the charges

Did the parents become failures 
with the first set of stolen car 
keys, the first broken window- 
pane?

With 
our baby clinic and our maternity 
ward, our vitamin oils and the baby

If you believe the Scrip- 
tures quoted above, you see how 
false and wicked is that teaching. 


: It is not presumptuous to say we 


know we are saved if we have 
trusted Jesus Christ. Rather, it 
is unbelief and dishonors Christ if 
we doubt it after we have com- 
mitted our souls to the Lord Jésus 
Christ who died to save us. Cer- 
tainly one can know that he is 
saved. 

But Satan has another doctrine, 
too, that causes lots of trouble. 
He teaches multitudes that since 
they do not know they are saved, 
then surely they are not. How- 
ever, thank God, ignorance is no 
proof that one is lost. Ignorance 
of the Bible causes much doubt, 
much unhappiness, but being 
theologically ignorant cannot lose 
the soul of one who has truly 
trusted in Christ. 

When Jesus returns to the earth 
at the close of the great tribula- 
tion period and to His throne at 
Jerusalem there will be a great 
separation of the people of the na- 
tions who will be gathered before 
Him at Jerusalem. Matthew 25:31 
and following says: 


“When the Son of man shall 
come in his glory, and all the 
holy angels with him, then 
shall he sit upon the throne of 
his glory: 

“And before him shall be 
gathered all nations: and he 
shall separate them one from 
another, as a shepherd divid- 
eth his sheep from the goats: 

“And he shall set the sheep 
on his right hand, but the 
goats on the left. 

“Then shall the King say 
unto them on his right hand, 
Come, ye blessed of-my Fa- 
ther, inherit the kingdom pre- 
pared for you from the foun- 
dation of the world: 

“For I was an hungred, and 
ye gave me meat: I was 
thirsty, and ye gave me drink; 
I was a stranger, and ye took 
me in: 

“Naked, and ye clothed me: 
I was sick, and ye visited me: 
I was in prison, and ye came 
unto me. 

“Then shall the righteous 
answer him, saying, Lord, 
when saw we thee an hungred, 
and fed thee? or thirsty, and 
gave thee drink? 

“When saw we thee a 
stranger, and took thee in? or 
naked, and clothed thee? 

“Or when saw we thee sick, 
or in prison, and came unto 
thee? 

“And the King shall answer 
and say unto them. Verily, I 
say unto you, Inasmuch as ye 
have done it unto one of the 
least of these my brethren, ye 
have done it unto me.” 


Strange it is, but many of those 
whom the Saviour will welcome so 
gladly into His kingdom, will be 
surprised that they were counted 
worthy to enter! Having loved and 
trusted in their hearts the Lord 
Jesus whom they never saw nor 
heard much about, these converts 
of the great tribulation time will 
have nevertheless shown evidence 


of a real change of heart in their. 


attitude toward the persecuted 
brethren of the Lord Jesus. 


In my ministry I have met many, 
many Christians who have had 
long periods of doubt about their 
salvation. They trusted in Christ 
the best they knew how but they 


did not learn the Word of God, 


did not. become familiar with 
God’s many, many promises about 
everlasting life to those who be- 
lieve. Satan had an opportunity 
to bring in doubts and fears. 
Those-who are saved sometimes do 
not have the certainty of it in 
their hearts as they ought. 


I Doubted Three Yéars 


How well I remember when I, 
a boy about nine years old, heard 


a 


the story of the prodigal son one 
Sunday morning. I was hungry of 
heart. My mother had gone to 
Heaven. I immediately trusted 
Christ and came out boldly to 
claim Him. Just then I should 
have been taught the Word of 
God and had it made clear to me 
that one who trusts in Christ has 
everlasting life, purchased by the 
blood shed on Calvary. But in- 
stead of that, when I went home 
my dear father did not believe [| 
knew enough to be saved, so dis- 
couraged me. He said when I was 
old enough to understand about 
repentance and regeneration, etc., 
I should be saved. 


I had the utmost confidence in 


my father’s wisdom. I knew he 
was a devout Christian and a 
wise and good man. So I threw 


away all my assurance that day, 
and for more than three sad years 
I did not claim to be a Christian 
nor did I suppose that I was. And 


on the way to school the next 
morning I k; nder a willow 
tree in little Pecan Creek and 


prayed for others to be saved, not 
knowing that my hunger to see 
others saved was an evidence that 
I had truly been born again. 


When I was twelve or thirteen I 
so longed to be sure I was saved. 
I prayed and asked others to pray 
for me that I might be saved. 
Again and again I called upon the 
Lord, wondering why some mar- 
velous change did not take place, 
some overwhelming joy, some rap- 
ture, some supernatural evidence. 
Finally, worn out and at my wit’s 
end, I arose from my bed one 
night and on my knees I left the 
thing with God, telling Him that I 
had worried enough about it and 
I knew nothing else to do but 
leave it with Him. I had peace, 
though no great rapture nor mani- 
fest change. I began to read my 
Bible. Soon I learned the bless- 
ing of John 5:24: 


“Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, He . that. heareth my 
word, and~ believeth on him 
that sent me, hath. everlast- 
ing life, and shall not come 
into condemnation; but is 
passed from death unto life.” 


The book of John became pre- 
cious to me and many, many times 
over I read the blessed promises 
that one who believes in Christ al- 
ready has everlasting life. I saw 
then that my salvation was set- 
tled years before when I trusted 
Jesus with a boyish faith and 
claimed Him as my Saviour. I 
was a child of God even during 
those doubting years. 

Strange it is that God’s Word 
makes clear a Christian can 
KNOW, can absolutely KNOW, 
that he is saved, wonderfully 
saved, with his name written in 
the Lamb’s book of life, and kept 
safe by the power of God—yet 
many there be who do not know 
whether they are saved or not. 
They fear, they doubt, they search 


their hearts, they cry, they pray 


but they have no assurance! Why 
is it, since Christians can know 
that they are saved, that many 
Christians do not know? 


Satan, the Deceiver, the 
Father of Lies 


All real assurance is by the 
Word of God. All doubts contrary 
to this Word are caused by Satan. 
Satan himself is a liar and the 
father of lies—there is no truth 
in him, Jesus said {John 8:44). If 
we are to be able to stand against 
the wiles of the Devil, we must put 
on the whole armour of God 
(Eph. 6:11). 

Satan’s principal business. from 
the beginning has been to cause 
people to doubt» God’s Word. He 
caused Eve to doubt the © plain 
Word of God that “the day that 
ye eat thereof ye shall surely die.” 
Today he causes many foolish peo- 
ple to doubt the Bible. It is his 
constant effort to cause every 
Christian to distrust the promise 
of God. For that reason Hebrews 
12:1 says that doubt or unbelief, 
lack of faith, is the “besetting 
sin.” 

Christians should be on their 
guard, then, against the devices 
of Satan. If Satan can get a child 
of God to doubt that he is saved, 
he has stolen away the Christian's 
happiness. He has stolen away the 
Christian’s influence, too, for who 
can go out to win souls, or stand 
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up and testify for Jesus, if he does 
not know in his heart that he has 
been forgiven and -saved? Who 
wants to be a hypocrite, profess- 
ing what he does not know for 
sure that he has? One is spoiled 
for Christian service if he does 
not know he is saved. Discourage- 
ment, inactivity, susceptibility to 
temptation and sometimes an open 
surrender to sin and a backslidden 
life follow doubt about whether 
one is saved or not. It is the 
Devil’s business to make the saints 
of God believe that they are lost, 
that God’s promises are not for 
them. 


Some Devices of Satan 


“We are.not ignorant of his de- 
vices” (II Cor. 2:11) said the 
Apostle Paul concerning Satan. 
What are some of the devices of 
Satan to make a child of God 
doubt and fear about his salva- 
tion? I name some of them. 


First, Satan confuses the plan 
of salvation. Satan is the author 
of the doctrine of salvation by 
works, by good deeds, by merits. 
Down through the ages the trail 
of false religion is cluttered with 


this same doctrine. 

Cain believed in salvation by 
works and not by blood. The 
Pharisee in the temple bragged, 
“I thank thee, that I am not as 
other men are, extortioners, un- 
just, adulterers, or even as this 
publican” (Luke 18:11). The 
Judaizers, who deceived and mis- 
led the Galatian Christians, taught 
salvation by works, that is, by cir- 
cumcision and keeping the Mo- 
saic law. Satan is always strong 
for a do, do religion, and never 
wants a Christian to depend upon 
the blessed truth stated by Jesus 
upon the cross, “It is finished!” 
(John 19:30). 


Thank God, salvation is done by 
the Lord Jesus for those who 
trust in His-shed blood. One who 
believes in salvation by works 
must sometimes certainly doubt 
his salvation if he be sincere and 
not an utter hypocrite. For the 
heart is deceitful and wicked and 
the dearest Christians on earth 
sometimes grieve and mourn over 
the wickedness of their own 
hearts. There is certainly no as- 
surance of salvation, no certainty 
of everlasting life to be found in 
human merit. Satan’s emphasis 


upon man’s work instead of God's 
grace is back of most of the doubts 
and lack of assurance of salvation 
from which Christians sometimes 
suffer. 


Second, and very similar to the 
first reason for doubt, is __ this: 
Satan is forever having you look 
to yourself instead of looking to 
Christ. Satan, the old liar and de- 
ceiver, says to a lost sinner, “Look 
at yourself. Look how moral you 
are. Look how you pay your 
debts. See how good you are com- 
pared with some church members? 
You do not need a change of heart. 
You are as good now as most 
Christians.” So the sinner goes 
on in sin and boasts about his 
goodness. 


Soon, however, the wickedness 
that is in every unregenerate 
heart begins to show and sin _ be- 
gins to enslave the sinner. The 
sinner begins to reap the deathly 
wages. The respectable sinner soon 
becomes an outrageous sinner. And 
then does Satan tell the man that 
he needs to flee to Christ to be 
saved? No, no! Instead, Satan 
then says, “Now look how wicked 
you are. There is no chance for

|you to be saved. You are_ too 
You cer- 
| tainly would be a hypocrite if you 
pretended to turn to Christ and 
‘be saved. You must wait -until 


you are better, wait until you can 
live a good life, wait until you see 
whether or not you can make 
good.” ; 

Satan is a deceiver, I say, the 
father of lies, and one of his chief 
methods of deceit is getting the 
sinner whg needs salvation to look 
to self instead of Christ. 


And this is the same policy of 
Satan with regard to a Christian’s 
assurance. Satan knows that he 
cannot get the soul of one who has 
been truly born again, one whose 
sins are all laid on Jesus and paid 
for on the cross and blotted out 
of God’s remembrance. But Sa- 
tan is anxious to steal the peace 
and joy of a Christian if he cannot 
steal his soul. So Satan’s device is 
to say to the Christian, “Look at 
your heart. Do you see how you 
lost your temper? ‘That proves 
you are not a Christian. If you 
were a real Christian you wouldn't 
have periods of doubt. If you 
were really a Christian you wodld 
feel like Mr. Jones whom § you 
heard testify at prayer meeting. 
You don’t have the ecstasy, the 
dreams, the visions that a Chris- 
tian ought to have. You don’t 
shout lie3,a Christian ought to 
shout. You don’t have any ex- 
perience like some Christians have. 
You don’t feel like praying. You 
don’t have your prayers answered. 


Surely you are not a Christian.” 

So says Satan, and-he may even 
quote Scripture or use other Chris- 
tians to cause doubts, urging you 
to-look at self and trust in feel- 
ings. And so the poor Christian, 
listening to the deceiver, looks in 
his own heart and sure enough 
there things look as bad as Satan 
pictured them! A man finds that 
his heart is cold, he remembers 
that he did lose his temper, that 
he is tempted by many sins he 
never thought would bother him 
after he was saved. Looking all 
about he sees very little in his 
heart to encourage him that he is 
a child of God. 


Conscience reminds him of his 
guilt. Memory tortures him with 
scenes of the past, which surely, 
he thinks, could not have occurred 
in the life of a Christian. The more 
a man looks at himself the more 
he is certain to be discouraged if 
he be honest, for the heart is 
wicked, Any Christian would be 


foolish to depend upon the good- 
ness of his own heart for any 
thirty minutes in his life. God's 
Word says about Christians, “If 
we say that we have no sin, we 
deceive ourselves, and the truth is 
not in us” (I John 1:8). 


Doubting comes because we look 
in and do not look up to Christ.

The death of Christ on the cross 
paid for man’s sin. His love is 
unfailing. His promises are yea 
ani amen and cannot be broken. 
Look to the lovely Christ and the 
price He paid and the love He 
bears if you would have assurance 
that your sins are forgiven, after 
you have truly trusted Him. 


Third, doubt comes in because 
of sin and surrender to tempta- 
tion. The reason many Christians 
do not “feel right” is because they 
do not do right. One of the ter- 
rible results of sin is that it shuts 
out the face of Christ. “If we say 
that we have fellowship with him, 
and walk in darkness, we lie, and 
do not the truth” (I John 1:6). 
Many a person has lost the con- 
scious joy of the Holy Spirit's ap- 
proval and thought that he lost 
salvation or that perhaps he never 
had it. Satan cunningly tempts 
one to sin, and then uses the grief 
and reproach in the heart over sin 
as an evidence that one is_ not 
saved. 


Fourth, people do not have as- 
surance of salvation because they 
are not familiar with the Bible, 
the Word of God. Some one has 
well said, “It is the blood that se- 
cures, and the word that assures 
salvation.” 


People are saved by faith in 
Christ, in His shed blood that paid 
for man’s sins. But one may be 
saved and unhappy, saved and not 
sure of it. One may have salva- 
tion but not the joy of salvation. 


The assurance comes by the Word 
of God. On this matter, as_ in 
many others, the Scripture is 


true, “Faith cometh by hearing, 
and hearing by the word of God.” 
Feelings may come and go but 
“the word of our God shall stand 
for ever.” Depending on feelings, 
we will be like our colored friends 
who sing: 
“Oh, | am sometimes up and 


I'm sometimes down, 
Coming for to carry me home.” 


But if we depend upon the Word 
of God we can say with Paul,. “I 
know..whom I have believed, and 
am persuaded that he is able to 
keep that which I have committed 
unto him against that day” (Il 
Tim. 1:12). So when Satan di- 
vorces us from the Bible, keeps us 
from constant meditation upon it, 
he then breaks down our assur- 
ance and joy. 

Beware of Satan and his wiles. 
Let him not deceive you on the 
plan of salvation. People are saved 
by the shed blood of Christ, by 
grace, and not by works. Beware 
that you look to Jesus and not in- 
to your own heart to find assur- 
ance of your salvation. Beware 
that you do not let unconfessed 


sins linger in your heart and 
cloud the witness of the Holy 
Spirit and so make a_ breeding 


ground for doubts and fears. And 
above all, learn from the Bible 
the true assurance of salvation. 
Read it, meditate in it day and 
night, and rest your soul securely 
upon the blessed promises therein 
written. 


Feelings change but the Bible 
does not change! Emotions come 
and go, but the promises of God 
are yea and amen! As long as 
John 3:16 and John 5:24 and Ro- 
mans 8:35-39 are true, then the 
soul that has trusted in Christ is 
saved and saved eternally. 


The Facts About Salvation 


The facts about salvation must 
be known if one is to have full as- 
surance about his soul being saved. 


1. First of all, man is @ sinner, 
a helpless, hopeless, imexcusably 
wicked sinner. Notice these Scrip- 
ture statements about sin: 


“All we like sheep have gone 
astray; we have turned every one 
to his own way.” Isa. 53:6. 


“For there is not a just man up- 
on earth, that doeth good, and sin- 
neth not.’ Eccles. 7:20. 


“If we say that we have no sin, 
we deceive ourselves, and the truth 
is not in us. If we confess our sins, 
he is faithful and just to forgive 
us our sins, and to cleanse us from 
all unrighteousness.” I John 1:8, 9. 


“What then? Are we better 
than they? No, in no wise: for we 
have before proved both Jew and 
Gentiles, that they are all under 
sin; as it is written, There is none 
righteous, no, not one: There is 


none that understandeth, there is 
none that seeketh after God. They 
are all gone out of the way, they 
are together become unprofitable; 
there is none that doeth good, no, 
not one.” Rom. 3:9-12. 


“Therefore by the deeds of the 
law there shall no flesh be justi- 
fied in his sight: for by the law is 
the knowledge of sin.” Rom. 3:20. 


“For there is no difference: for 
all have sinned, and come short of 
the glory of God.” Rom. 3:22, 23. _| 


All accountable people in the 
world are so wicked by nature 
that it is utterly impossible for 
them to do good works enough to 
be saved. “Can. the Ethiopian 
change his skin, or the leopard his 
spots? then may ye also do good, 
that are accustomed to do evil.” 
Jer. 13:23. 


2. The second thing to know is 
that Christ Himself has paid for 
all the sins of the world. Notice 
the following Scriptures: 


“Christ died for our sins accord- 
ing to the scriptures.” I Cor, 15:3. 


“For he hath made him to be sin 
for us, who knew no sin; that we 
might be made the righteousness 
of God in him.” IT Cor. 5:21. 


“For Christ is the end of the law 
for righteousness to every one that 
believeth.”” Rom. 10:4. 


“And he is the propitiation for 
our sins: and not for ours only, but 
also for the sins of the whole 
world.” I John 2:2. 


“Forasmuch as ye know that ye 
were not redeemed with corrupti- 
ble things as silver and gold, from 
your vain conversation received by 
tradition from your fathers; but 
with the precious blood of Christ, 
as of a lamb without blemish and 
without spot.” I Peter 1:18, 19. 


“For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten Son, 
that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but Have ever- 
lasting life.” John 3:16. 


Clearly settle it then that all 
the sins of the whole world were 
paid for on the cross; sins of the 
past, of the present, of the future. 
Jesus Christ tasted death for every 
man (Heb. 2:9). 


3. Next, it becomes clear then 
that salvation is wholly of grace 
and not of works. 


“For by grace are ye saved 
through faith; and that not of 
yourselves: it is the gift of God: 
not of works, lest any man should 
boast.” Eph. 2:8, 9. 


“Not by works of righteousness 
which we have done, .but accord- 
ing to his mercy he saved us, by 
the washing of regeneration, and 
renewing of the Holy Ghost.” Ti- 
tus 3:5. 


“But to him that worketh not, 
but believeth on him that justi- 
fieth the ungodly, his _ faith is 
counted for righteousness.” Rom. 
4:5. 


God’s grace is-so great that He 
counted Christ a sinner for us and 
now counts us_ righteous’ in 
Christ’s stead. Therefore, “Blessed 
are they whoSe iniquities are for- 
given, and whose sins are covered. 
Blessed is the man to whom the 
Lord will not impute sin” (Rom. 
4:7, 8). God imputes to the sin- 
ner the righteousness of Christ. 
God forgives a sinner, then, for 
Jesus’ sake. 


4. This salvation is received by 
faith. One who believes in Christ 
already has everlasting life. In 
John 1:12 we are told: 


“As many as received him, to 
them gave he power to become the 
sons of God, even to them that be- 
lieve on his name.” 


“Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, He that heareth my word, 
and believeth on him that sent 
me, hath everlasting life, and 
shall not come into condemna- 
tion; but is passed from death 
unto life.” John 5:24. 

“He that believeth on the 
Son hath everlasting life; and 
he that believeth not the Son 
shall not see life; but the 
wrath of God abideth on him,” 
John 3: 36. 

“He that believeth on him 
is not condemned; but he that 
believeth not is condemned al- 
ready, because he hath not be- 


lieved in the name of the only 


begotten Son of God.” John 
3:18. 

“Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, He that believeth on me 
hath everlasting life.’”’ John 
6:47. 

“Be it known unto you 
therefore, men and brethren, 
that through this man is 
preached unto you the for- 
giveness of sins: And by him 
all that believe are justified 
from all things, from which 
ye could not be justified by 
the law of Moses.” Acts. 13:38, 
39. 


5. And last of all a marvelous, 
glorious fact is that it is ever- 
lastmg life which ome gets by 
trusting Christ. It is not life until 
you sin, nor life until you fail, but 
everlasting life. One who has 
trusted Christ already has ever- 
lasting life, has already passed 
from death unto life and is not 
going to come into judgment. If 
you are a child of God you may 
be chastened for your sins. You 
may lose your joy. You may lose 
your influence. You may doubt 
your salvation. Sin can bring 
trouble anywhere it is tolerated— 
terrible, awful trouble. But, thank 
God, sin cannot make God break 
His promise, cannot make  ever- 
lasting life less than everlasting! 

Jesus promised: 


“My sheep hear my voice, 
and I know them, and _ they 
follow me: And I give unto 
them eternal life; and they 
shall never perish. . .” John 10: 
27, 28 


“For I am persuaded, that 
neither death, nor life, nor 
angels, nor principalities, nor 
powers, nor things present, 
nor things to come, Nor 
height, nor depth, nor any 
other creature, shall be able 
to separate us from the love 
of God, which is in Christ Je- 
sus our Lord.” Rom. 8:38, 39. 

“Who are kept by the power 
of God through faith unto sal- 
vation ready to be revealed in 
the last time.” I Peter 1:5. 


Jesus said, “Him that cometh 
unto me I will in no wise cast out” 
(John 6:37). A child of God can 
never lose this blessed everlasting 
life. 


Did You Trust Jesus Christ? 


If you have trusted Jesus Christ 
then you have everlasting life, you 
are a child of God. 


A woman wrote to me the other 
day and said, “Brother Rice, I 
want you to pray for me. I get 
down on my knees and try to 
weep my Way through to God so 
I can be saved, but I cannot weep. 
So I have to get up off my knees 
and go away still unsaved.” 


It is not that hard to be saved. 
The Bible never promises salvation 
to those who weep. Salvation can- 
not be earned by our’ weeping, 
nor by our mourning. God is not 
a hard-hearted judge who must 
be bought by good deeds or 
touched by tears. He has already 
offered us salvation full and free 
and eternal life in His Son Jesus 
Christ. If you trusted Jesus Christ, 
simply depended upon Him for sal- 
vation, then you are now saved. 

We are not talking about a head 
belief. You may believe that Je- 
sus is the Son of God and still be 
lost. Devils have believed that 
and trembled (James 2:19). You 
may have all confidence in a bank 
and yet that confidence is not 
saving faith as far as your money 
is concerned. You must put your 
money in the bank, risk the bank 
with your money. That is the kind 
of trust that makes the money 
safe. 


To say, “I believe that Dr. 
Smith is a fine physician, capable 
and able to heal me,” is not sav- 
ing faith. Saving faith in the doc- 
tor would mean you must call him 
as your own doctor and turn your 
case over to him, risk him, depend 
upon him, trust him. To be con- 
vinced that a ferryboat is_ safe, 
that it is free, that it is the proper 
way across the river, will not take 
you to the other side. That is not 
saving faith. as far as getting 
across the river is concerned. No, 
the only kind of faith that will get 
you across the river is to get on 
the boat, risk the boat, depend up- 
on the boat, trust it with your 
body and life. 

So whether you may believe 
about Jesus is not enough. Did 
you trust Him, take Him, risk 
Him, depend upon Him? Did you 
believe that He died for you and 
definitely take Him as your own

and those constitutional rights 
for which our forefathers died in 
generations past. 

For example, a Vatican Am- 
bassador is sought on the basis 
that the Vatican is a_ political 
state. They say it is a sovereign 
government. They say it is a 
political entity. Then, if we object 
politically, we are accused of being 
religious bigots. We are not at- 
tacking the religion nor are we 
attacking the institution. We are 
merely facing a political reality. 
In one instance they present them- 
selves as religionists, then in the 
next instance, they ask for an 
Ambassador to the Vatican on the 
basis that they are a sovereign 
state and a political power. If 
you have ever seen the symbol 
of the pope of Rome,he has two 


keys; one is a key of religion 
and the other is the key of 
sovereign political power. He 


claims to possess both. 

For another example: here in 
America in defending nuns and 
priests in their religious habits 
and in their religious garbs teach- 
ing in our public school system, 
they say their priests and their 
nuns in religious garbs and re- 
ligious habits have the fight to 
teach in a public school system on 
the basis that they are our fel- 
low American citizens. Fine—they 
are then received in the public 
school systems and are paid by 
the tax money of the American 


people. When the internal revenue 
collector seeks to have them pay 
taxes, income taxes, on the 
salaries that they receive as being 
on the public payroll and as public 
schoolteachers— then they say, 
“We are not other than repre- 
sentatives of the Catholic Church 
and we pay no taxes.” 


They have elected for the 
second time a Catholic governor 
in the State of Ohio. With what 
result? In Ohio it is the law of 
the land, under the leadership of 
those two Catholic governors that 
Catholic nuns and sisters and 
priests in their garbs may be 
placed on the public payroll as 
schoolteachers. This is a concom- 
itant and a corollary of high elec- 
tive office when Catholics are able 
to seize it. The drive for tax 
money to support Roman Catholic 
institutions is relentless. It never, 
never withholds its pressures. And 
they do succeed tremendously in 
getting tax money into the sup- 
port of their institutions. When 
you pay income taxes, a part of 
that income tax goes to the sup- 
port of the Catholic Church in 
the United States of America.

Senator Kennedy Has Already | 
Proved He Will Obey the 
Catholie Authorities 


We are now faced with the 
possibility of a Roman Catholic, 
John Kennedy, being elected as 
the President of the United States. 
Let us get better acquainted with 
the Roman Catholic from Mas- 
sachusetts. During the second 
World War, the American ship, 
Dorchester, was sunk by enemy 
fire. The four chaplains on the 
ship, two of whom were Protes- 
tants, one Jewish, and one Catho- 
lic, all gave their life preservers 
to four sailors and, locked arm 
in arm, they went down with the 
ship, each giving his life in order 
that one of his fellow Americans 
might live. After the war, the 
father of one of the Protestant 
chaplains, Dr. Daniel A. Poling, 
conceived the idea of building an 
inter-church chapel in Philadel- 
phia, Pennsylvania, in memory of 
the four chaplains. In the fall of 
1950, he proposed to celebrate the 
occasion and to dedicate the chapel 
with a banquet in the Bellevue 
Stratford Hotel, Philadelphia. It 
was an inter-faith occasion. A 
representative of each of the three 
leading religions was invited to 
speak on that important occasion. 
The Honorable Charles P. Taft, 
Mayor of Cincinnati, Ohio, was 
invited to speak for the Protes- 
tants. Senator Herbert H. Lehman 
was invited to speak for the 
Jewish faith, and John Kennedy, 
of the United States Congress 
from Massachusetts, was invited— 
and accepted—to speak for the 
Catholic faith. 

Dr. Poling relates how Mr. 
Kennedy notified him at the last 
minute that, although he had his 
speech prepared, he would have 
to cancel his appearance due to 
the fact that his Eminence Denis 
Cardinal Dougherty had requested 
him not to speak at the banquet 
and not to appear. Dr. Poling 
tried to reason with John Kennedy 
and pointed out to him that it 
was a civic affair and they were 
meeting, not in a_ Protestant 
church, but on neutral ground in 
a hotel. John Kennedy replied that 
he understood all this, and that 
he had done all he could to change 
the Cardinal’s position, but, and 
I quote John Kennedy, “As a 
loyal son of the church, I have 
no other alternative but. not to 
come.’

religion! As John Kennedy says, 
“As a loyal son of the church, 
I have no alternative but aes to 
come.’ 


But the Vatican Officially An- 
nounces Again That the 
Church “Has the Right to 
Intervene Even in the 
Political Field” 


In November of 1957, Senator 
Kennedy states: “People are 
afraid that Catholics take orders 
from a higher organization. They 
don’t, or, at least, I don’t.” And 
he continues and continues with 
that avowal. 

Now, as Senator Kennedy con- 
tinued this statement, in May of 
this year, 1960, the official news- 
paper of the Vatican Osservatore 


Romano, published a_ special 
article which is labeled “auth- 
oritatively binding” on all the 


church. It said, and I quote from 
the official publication of the 
Vatican paper: “The Church has 
full power of true jurisdiction 
over all the faithful and hence has 
the duty and right to guide, di- 
rect and correct them on the 
plane of action and ideas. The 
church has the duty and right to 
intervene even in the political 
field. A Catholic can never 
prescind the teachings and direc- 
tives of the church. In every 
section of his activities he must 
inspire his public and private conr 
duct by the laws, orientation and 
instructions of the hierarchy.” 
That was published in order that 
John Kennedy himself might know 
that, despite his avowals, he can-+ 
not be disassociated from and free 
from, the directives of the Roman 
Catholic Church. The hierarchy 
says so. 

Immediately, this official pro- 
nouncement created a tremendous 
repercussion in America. Catholic 
officials. of the United States im- 
mediately began to say that this 
pronouncement of the Vatican did 
not apply here. No, of course not, 
neither does the Catholic Church 
close Protestant churches in the 
United States as it closes Protes; 
tant churches in Spain. But once 
given the power to-.do so without 
strong opposition, then what is 
the position? The Roman. Chureh 
wins most of its victories with the 
weapon of time. If Kennedy wins, 
with strong emphasis on separa- 
tion of church and state, then the 
door is open for another Catholic 
later who gives the Pope his Am- 
bassador, the church schools state 
support, and finally, recognition of 
one church above all others in 
America. Then religious liberty 
has also died in America as it has 
died in Spain, as it has died in 
Colombia, as it has died wher- 
ever the Roman Catholic Hier- 
archy has the ableness and power 
to shut it down and destroy it in 
death. 

In common with the great ex- 
ponents of religious liberty, we 
conceive of religion as being a 
personal, individual, voluntary and 
spiritual relationship between a 
man and his Creator and Saviour. 
There is no room whatsoever for 
coercion, or the use of physical 
force, in the realm of religion. Re- 
ligion must be free, the soul must 
have absolute liberty to believe 
or not to believe, to worship or 
not to worship, to say “Yes” or 
“No” to God, even as that soul, 
and that soul alone shall dictate.

NEW YORK, N.Y.—The Protes- 
tant magazine Christian Heritage, 
in an attempt to learn why Prot- 
estants and Roman Catholics 
change their religion, sent a ques- 
tionnaire to 2,370 pastors through- 
out the United States to determine 
the trend and reasons for conver- 
sions. 

There were 437 replies from 33 
different denominations. This high 
percentage of return is considered 
ifidicative in itself of the import- 
ance attached to the information 
Which was submitted. According 
to Dr. Walter M. Montano, editor of 
Heritage, the compiled statistics 
reveal that “in the past five years 
for every. Protestant church mem- 
ber turning Roman Catholic, there 
were five Roman Catholics who 
embraced Protestantism. The ratio 
is increased to nearly 30 to 1 when 
we compare those Protestants who 
were not members of a church and 
were attracted to Rome.”

Change in U. S. Women’s 
Drinking Habits Noted 

WASHINGTON, D. C. — The 
greatest change in drinking habits 
in recent years has occurred 
among the women of the country, 
according to Dr. Caradine R. Hoot- 
on. He said that latest Gallup Poll 
statistics indicate that 55 per cent 
of the nation’s women now abstain, 
compared to only 46 per cent two 


years ago. 

Noting that there are many non- 
drinkers among outstanding wom- 
en leaders in government, radio, 
television, the theatre and numer- 
ous other professions, Dr. Hooton 
told of a letter which the board 
received from the noted “advice” 
columnist, Ann Landers. She 
wrote: “Most women who say they 
must take a drink to be sociable 
are only kidding themselves. You 
will have to go a long*way to find 
one who is more sociable than I 
am. Yet I have never needed liquor 
as a crutch. When I attend cock- 
tail parties, as I often do, I merely 
say, “Ginger ale, please.’
